SCHOOL REPORT, 


The board of education of the Pittsfield School District res- 
pectfully submit the following report : 


The number of schools supported the past year was thirteen, 
the same as the previous year. The whole number of pupils 
attending school not less than two weeks, 437; boys, 210; girls, 
227. The high school has had a larger attendance than any 
previous year. Number of scholars not less than two weeks, 
17; boys, 29; girls, 48. For furthur information in relation to 
studies and attendance, we refer you to the statistical table. We 
have kept our expenditures within our receipts for the current 
year. For current expenses, we beg to refer you to the treas- 
urer’s report. We, as guardians of the public schools of Pittsfield, 
‘are bound to abide by our fundamental principles, honor, fidelity, 
and integrity, as well as duty, by promoting intelligence among 
all pupils, brigmg both rich and poor to a noble reception, a 
higher and more useful life. 

Our aim has been for the improvement of our schools, and we 
appeal to every consideration connected with its welfare. As an 
example of other states and towns in our own state, we heartily 
recommend supervision. For we believe that supervision is the 
ledge out of which we must quarry foundation stones for the 
great superstructure of our public schools, the one indispensible 
element, intelligence, which is one of the great signs and tests of 
manhood. 

The board of education have labored in the true spirit of union 
and harmony, and we trust that the same spirit exists with the 
teachers, parents and pupils. For it requires the cordial co-oper- 
ation of teachers, parents, and pupils, to give a school its charac- 
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ter. Parents may furnish the apparatus of learning, by building 
neat and commodious schoolhouses, and the board of education 
elect competent teachers, and furnish the necessary books, but 
the parents must be personally interested in the welfare of the 
school and the studies of their children, and become practical 
educators by precept and example. ‘The sentiments of parents 
towards a wholesome discipline must be correct. Parental author- 
ity should if possible be omnipresent with the pupil, molding his 
affections, and enforcing duty. The school is comparatively 
powerless where home influences are adverse to studious habits. | 
A school is not a machine like an old eight day clock, which can 
be wound up and left to run down in its own time, though there 
can be no doubt that the school willrun down if it is so neglected. 
We urge the importance of making the course of study thorough 
and practical, fitting our children’ for the duties which will 
involve upon them in their every day life. 

Excellence in conversation should be sought. Grammatical 
and rhetorical excellence are indispensible to the art of conversa- 
tion, and they follow in the train of the culture noted. To the 
consideration of the citizens of Pittsfield we respectfully submit 
these remarks, also thanking you for the courtesy we have 
received from you.
